WASHINGTON’. M ay 22—The 
House way s and means com m ittee 
w as expected to vote today on a 
revolutionary proposal offered by 
the treasury to collect war time 
income taxes from individuals by 
deducting 
IO percent of 
each 
worker's taxable income from hi* 
w eekly pay check. 
The committee, after hearing a 
day -long explanation of the propo­ 
sal by treasury tax experts y es­ 
terday , called Guy T. Helvering, 
commissioner of internal revenue, 
to further expound the necessity 
of the plan before a closed hear­ 
ing. 
Helvering, it is surmised, will 
outline the formidable difficulties 
his ag ency would face if it at­ 
tem pted to collect taxes from an 
estim ated 30,000.000 taxpay ers by 
i normal methods. 
! > #rhe treasury plan, which has 
received strong backing by influ­ 
ential groups in both the House 
and Senate, was offered for the 
two-fold 
purpose 
of 
collecting 
taxes 
the “ painless” w-ay , 
and 
cheekily : inflation by reducing the 
purchasing pow'er in the hands of 
the public. 
Under the plan, IO percent of a 
person's taxable income would be 
withheld by the employ er from the 
worker’s 
pay check each 
W'eek, 
and paid into the treasury every 
three months. 
Would ray Balance 
The tax money collected would 
be credited to the individual, and 
he would make out his income tax 
form on March 15 as in the past. 
However, after determining what 
he owed the government in taxes, 
the individual w'ould then deduct 
the amount he had already paid, 
and pay the balance. 
Only in rare instances will the 
amount collected by the pay roll 
deduction 
method 
exceed 
the 
amount 
of taxes an 
individual 
must pay , but should this occur, 
the 
treasury would return 
the 
over-pay ments.

Although the Soviets carefully 
prepared their offensive with ar­ 
tillery , tanks, and aircraft to sup­ 
port 
two 
divisions 
of 
Russian 
troops, it wa* asserted, the Ger­ 
mans succeeded in “ shooting up’1 
the attackers before the German 
positions, inflicting heavy casual­ 
ties. 


LONDON, 
May 22—Sir 
Alan 
Brooke, chief of Britain’s im per­ 
ial general staff, returning from 
a visit to the American expedi­ 
tionary forces in northern Ireland, 
declared today that an opportu­ 
nity for United States troops to 
see action “ no doubt will come 
soon,” 
In Ulster the British comman­ 
der inspected troops, tanks and 
other equipment newly brought to 
Ireland b y the third expeditionary 
force which arrived last week. 
He issued a statem ent praising 
“ the h ig h standard of the troops

I have heard that thou sands of 
people in the United state s don’t 
u se a toothbru sh daily, bu t I have 
yet to hear of a single inhabitant

of the North American continent 
who doesn’t look into a m irror 
pretty regu larly. In spite of this, 
a great many diseased conditions 
of the lips— u lcera and fissu res-— 
are allowed to drag on and no at­ 
tention is paid to them. Sometimes 
they resu lt in qu ite seriou s con­ 
ditions. 
Fever Blisters 


The commonest change that oc­ 
cu rs in toe lips is the fever blister, 
ho far as I k now, the world is 
divided into two classes of people 
—the ones who want to k now how 
to cu re a fever blister and the u nea 
who have a perfectly certain cu re. 
The only su spiciou s thing abou t 
the perfectly certain cu res is that 
no two o f them are alik e, so I have 
always hesitated to recommend 
anything to my readers. 
Sinee fever blisters pass away in 
nearly every instance, the medical 
profession doesn’t pay mu ch at­ 
tention to them. The only danger 
is that a more seriou s condition 
will be shru gged o ff by saying, “ Oh, 
it’s o nly a fever blister.” 
I say the fever blinter almost 
alway* passes away. Very infre­ 
quently there ta left a chroma u lcer 
o r a little, hard horn of sk in at the 
site o f the fever blister. These may 
drag o n for years and shou ld not 
be allo wed to do so becau se they 
ar* po tential cancers. 
In fact, any change in the skin 
o f the lips which is at all chronic 
is po tentially cancero us. There is 
a co nditio n kno wn as k eratosis 
that o ccurs in peo ple whose occu ­ 
patio ns expo se them to the wind 
and aum There is a thick ening o f 
the skin o f the lip, which in itself 
do e* no harm, and may last fo r 
year* befo re finally it turns into a 
cancer. There is no thing to be do ne 
fo r the kerato sis, but when it be­ 
gin* to break do wn and fo rm a 
weeping ulcer o r so re o r a fissure 
that do esn’t heal, it shou ld be 
remo ved. 
Leuko plakia 


Another condition of the l.ps is 
kno wn aa leu k oplak ia. This occu r* 
mo stly after middle age ard shows 
up as a white, silvery patch which 
look s as if it cou ld be rubbed off, 
bu t is extremely deceptive in this 
respect. Lik e the k eratosis, ii may 


go on for years doing no harm, and 
then begin to tu rn into cancer. 
Of cou rse, the lip is one of the 
most frequ ent sites of su perficial 
cancer. Besides the cancers tha t 
are secondary to the precancerou s 
conditions we have described above, 
su ch as indolent u lcer, horn k era­ 
tosis and leu k oplak ia, a cancer may 
appear on the lip spontaneou sly. 
There are two k inds: one in the 
•fcrm of a w art and one in the form 
of an u lcer. They are more fre­ 
qu ent in middle-aged persons and 
hardly ever occu r before the age 
of sixty. 


Lip Cancer Neglected 


It is an astonishing thing, in 
new of the campaign against can­ 
cer which stresses the fact tha t 
any lu mp or u lceration of the sk in 
shou ld be examined by a physician 
and also stresses the fact tha t in­ 
ternal examination shou ld be made 
regu larly after the age of forty, 
that cancer of the lip shou ld be so 
frequ ently neglected and shou ld 
snow one o f the highest death rate* 
of any form of cancer. 
There, as I said at the beginning, 
we have a part of the body that we 
look at every day and shou ld k now 
what changes are occu rring, and 
still so many people neglect and 
pu t off these things u ntil it is too 
late. The lesson is that the lips are 
particu larly su bject to seriou s de­ 
generative changes and anything 
in the form of a lu mp or an u lcera­ 
tion or a break in the sk in shou ld 
have the benefit of medical advice.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Some Minor Lip Diseases lf 
Neglected May End in Cancer 


By LOGAN CLENDENING- M. D 


WE ALL SEE our lips every 
day—at least I presume we all do. 
I have heard that thousands of 
people in the United Mates don’t 
use a toothbrush daily, but I have 
yet to hear of a single inhabitant

o f the North American continent 
who doesn't look into a m irror 
pretty regularly. In spite of this, 
a great many diseased conditions 
of the lips— ulcers and fissures— 
are allowed to drag on and no at­ 
tention is paid to them. Sometimes 
they result in quite serious con­ 
ditions. 
Fever Blisters 
The commonest change that oc­ 
curs in the lips is the fever blister. 
bo far as I know, the world is 
divided into two classes of people 
—the ones who want to know how 
to core a fever blister and the un es 
who have a perfectly certain cure. 
The only suspicious thing about 
the perfectly certain cures is that 
no two of them are alike, so I have 
always hesitated to recommend 
anything to my readers. 
Sinee fever blisters pass away in 
nearly every instance, the medical 
profession doesn’t pay much at­ 
tention to them. The only danger 
is that a more serious condition 
will be shrugged off by saying, “Oh, 
it’s only a fever blister.” 
I say the fever blitter almost 
always passes away. Very infre­ 
quently there is left a chroma ulcer 
or a little, hard bom of skin at the 
site of the fever blister. These may 
drag on for years and should not 
be allowed to do so because they 
are potential cancers. 
In fact, acy change in the skin 
of the lips which is at all chronic 
is potentially cancerous. There is 
a condition known as keratosis 
th at occurs in people whose occu­ 
pations expose them to the wind 
and sun. There is a thickening of 
the akin of the lip, which in itself 
dose no harm, and may last for 
years before finally it turns into a 
cancer. There la nothing to be done 
for the keratosis, but when it be­ 
gins to break down and form a 
weeping ulcer or sore or a fissure 
th at doesn’t beal, it should be 
removed. 
Leukoplakia 


Another condition of the lips is 
known as leukoplakia. This occurs 
mostly after middle age and shows 
up aa a white, silvery patch which 
looks as if it could be rubbed of?, 
but is extremely deceptive in this 
respect. Like the keratosis, it may 


go on for years doing no harm, and 
then begin to turn into cancer. 
Of course, the lip is one of the 
most frequent sites of superficial 
cancer. Besides the cancers th at 
are secondary to the precancerous 
conditions we have described above, 
such as indolent ulcer, hora kera­ 
tosis and leukoplakia, a cancer may 
appear on the lip spontaneously. 
There are two kinds; one in the 
4crm of a w art and one in the form 
of an ulcer. They are more fre­ 
quent in middle-aged persons and 
hardly ever occur before the age 
of sixty. 
Lip Cancer Neglected 


It is an astonishing thing, in 
view of the campaign against can­ 
cer which stresses the fact th at 
any lump or ulceration of the skin 
should be examined by a physician 
and also stresses the fact th at in­ 
ternal examination should be made 
regularly after the age of forty, 
that cancer of the lip should be so 
frequently neglected and should 
show one of the highest death rates 
of any form of cancer. 
There, as I said at the beginning, 
we have a part of the body that we 
look at every day and should know 
what changes are occurring, and 
still so many people neglect and 
put off these things until it is too 
late. The lesson is that the lips are 
particularly subject to serious de­ 
generative changes and anything 
in the form of a lump or an ulcera­ 
tion or a break in the skin should 
have the benefit of medical advice. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. M. B.:— Is it possible to dia- 
solve a large gall stone? 
A nswer; It is not possible to dis­ 
solve either a large or a small gall 
stone. 


K. S.:—W hat are shingles? Are 
they dangerous? A rt they con­ 
tagious? W hat is the treatm ent? 
Can you completely get rid of 
them? W hat are they caused from? 
Answer: Shingles are due to an 
infection of the ganglia of the 
nerves and cause an eruption on 
the skin in the area which the 
nerve involved supplies. They are 
very painful. They occur mostly 
in elderly people. They are not 
dangerous or contagious. The best 
treatm ent is by X-ray over the 
ganglion involved. One attack pro­ 
tects from recurrence for life.
